ficult to find sufficient space for 
our peanut hay in the fall, Not 
one farm in ten is prepared to 
house the peanut hay that is grown 
on that farm, I feel that we are 
not justified in selling our hay as 
soon as the peanuts are picked, 
as the price is low at that time 
and we cannot get a fair price 
for our hay. The very fact that 
we cannot store our hay forces it 
on the market, which forces the 
price down far below what the 
hay is worth.

went to P. M. Arant of Pageland, Chesterfield County, S.C., 


B. R. (“Uncle Bob”) SMITH, husband of 
Mrs. Carrie B. Smith, who won first prize, 
with a yield of 6,640 pounds of lint on five 
acres, says: “Mrs. Smith planted Coker’s 
Cleve-wilt No. 4 seed and used 1,450 pounds 
of fertilizer per acre, 300 pounds of which 
was NV MURIATE OF POTASH.

‘My five acres received 800 pounds 
per aere of 9-442-5¥2 (PNK) fertilizer 
at planting and just after chopping, 
150 pounds of top-dresser made of 
equal parts of Nitrate of Soda and 
NV MURIATE OF POTASH.
